M. Poincare resigned his premier- 
ship in the summer after he had 
heard ratication of the Young re- 
parations plan by the French cham- 
ber of deputies. He at once sub- 
mitted to a first operation for his 
troubles, and began to rest and build 
up his health in preparation for the 
second ordeal today. 

He w removed only last night 
from his home to a_ private clinic 
for the operation. 

The form premier was in the 
best of spirits when he was taken to 
the operating room. He laughed as 
he told his doctors he did not want 
all the bedside details of his illness 
broadcast. 

“ET don’t want the newspapers de 
seribing the color of my pyjamas or 
the form of my bed socks, he told 
them. The first visitor to inquire as 
to the result of the operation and in- 
scribe his name in the new visitors’ 
book was Aristide Briand, who fol- 
jiowed M. Poin as head of the 
French government.

The former premier was resting 
tranquilly, it was said at noon at the 
clinie, and his condition was most 
satisfactory.

WOMEN MAY SIT IN CANADA'S 
SENATE — PRIVY COUNCIL | 
DECIDES CASE SUBMITTED 
BY WOMEN OF ALBERTA 


London, Oct, 18. Women are 
eligible to be summoned and become 
members of the senate of Canada. 
Their lordships of the judicial com- 
mittee of the privy council rendered 
this decision today on the appeal by 


five representative women of Al 


berta against an adverse decision of 
the Canadian supreme court. 

Contrary to the supreme court, 
the privy council today came to the 
conclusion that the word “persons” 
includes members of both the male 
and female sex. 

The appeal hinged upon the mean- 
ing to be placed on the word “per- 
sons” as contained in the clause of 
the British North America Act. 


CARE OF A SMALL FLOCK OF 
SHEEP 
(Experimental Farms Note) 
Lamb, mutton and wool are in 
stvong demand and prospects are 
bright for sheep raising at the pres- 
ent time. A few words on the care 
of a small flock of sheep may be 
particularly appropriate at this 
season of the year, as the fall is the 
best time for the beginner to start 

into the sheep business. 

The inexperienced sheep raiser 
should begin with grade ewes, the 
best available, and a pure bred ram. | 
The breed will depend largely on the 
purchaser’s preference, but it should 
be borne in mind that one breed in a 
district is desirable from an econ 
omic viewpoint. Care should be 
exercis@d in. selecting ewes to see 
that they have normal udders and 
hafe not “broken mouths.” The be 
vinner should plan to start with at 
least ten ewes, or more if finances 
are available. 

Unless lambs ave to be dropped 
in cold weathe 


no expense to pro- 
vide warmth is necessary. A build- 
ing that is dry, free from draughts | 
and that will keep out rain and} 
snow is desirable. A yard enclosed 
by woven wire, which is dog and 
coyote proof, is essential. 

Ewes generally come in heat in 
late fall, the period lasting from one 
to three days, and recurring at in- 
tervals of 14 to 19 days. The gesta- 
tion period is around 145 days

Frequently the pastures are | 
supplemented by grain feeding at | 
this time. Pastures and stubble | 
fields will form the main source of 
feed for sheep in the late fall. In 
winter good legume hay, from 3 to 
3% pounds per day, will form the 
bulk of the ration. Succulent feed 
in the form of silage or roots should 
be fed sparingly before lambing 
time, while towards lambing a small 
grain ration of half-a-pound of oat 
chop per day should be use. 

The lambi seuson is the shep 
herd’s harvest, and the size and 
quality of the crop largely deter 
mine the profit If date of service 
is known the early lambing ewes can 
be penned off from the vest of the 
flock and viven special attention 
Well fed ewes scldom have any 
trouble, but an attendant should be
